Shea Throws Cold Water 


Moves to End Trouble 


in Chicago.

Will Not Arbitrate Right of Employers to Make 


Deliveries at Boycotted Houses—Gompers 


Hopes to Still Suggest Terms 


Which Will Be Accepted. 


CHICAGO, May 18,—The Team Own-' 


crs' association met today to appoint 
an arbitrator to pass on the question of 
deliveries to the boycotted stores. It 
had been reported that the Teamsters' 
union had made such nn appointment, or 
would do so. It turned out, however, 
that the union had taken no action. 
When President Shea was informed of 
the purpose of the meeting of the team 
owners he said no agreement had been 
made to- arbitrate deliveries—that he 
had not considered the question, 
and 


that, in view of the injunction proceed- 
ings, he -did not want to go to jail. He 
regarded the move of the team owners 
as a subterfuge to keep tho Employers' 
association "off the necks" of the team 
owners. Shea also said there would be 
no settlement unless the strikers were 
reinstated. 


President Gompors of the American 


Federation of Labor, denied that he had 
had anything to do with the delivery ar- 
bitration movement. He had nothing to 
do with arbitration, he said. His .mis- 
sion here is to try to hit upon a plan of 
settlement and to bring the.two oppos- 
ing parties together to consider it. Some 
progress had been made, and he expected 
to see the attorney of the Employers' 
association today. 


CHICAGO, May 18—President Cornel- 


Ins P. Shea of 'the Teamsters' Interna- 
tional union; threw cold water today on 
all peace move?. He declared that he hnd 
not considered arbitration in any form 
between the- Team Owners association 
and that he had never agreed to arbitrate 
the question of whether the teamsters 
should deliver to boycotted houses. 


The declaration of Shea came as a sur- 


prise to nil concerned as it wns explicit- 
ly stated last night and today that Shen 
nad made such an agreement. 
At the 


time of Shea's statement, tho team own- 
ers were in conference selecting 
then- 


member of the arbitration board which 
they declared both they and Shea had 
agreed to. 


"I am nofrgoimr to arbitrate the ques- 


tion of how they shall conduct their busi- 
ness," snid President Shea. "There will 
be no back door settlement. When I am 
beaten I shall come out and say so," 


This declaration on the part of Shea 


threw the whole peace move up in the 
air. 
Members of the Team Owners' as- 


sociation started out at once to find 
Shea nnd get some idea or how and where 
they stood. How the report originated 
that he had agreed to arbitration wns 
not explained by Shcn, but he denied 
that ho had ever made such an agree- 
ment. 


Declaring no such proposition as the 


alleged arbitration of the boycott had 
been considered by the teamsters. Presi- 
dent Shea called the story a subterfuge 
by the team owners to pacify the Em- 
ployers' association. 


TEAMSTERS IN THE SADDLE. 


"The teamsters are still-running this 


strike," he said. "Do you think we are 
going to arbitrate the question whether 
or not merchants may 
deliver 
goods? 


Thnt is what the proposition to arbi- 
trate means. Do yon think we all want 
to go to jail? 
We have not received 


any notice of an arbitration proposition. 
I have no right-to make such an agree- 
ment as was printed in theraorning pap- 
ers. 


The teamsters' joint council is here to 


decide such matters. 
It 1ms not taken 


any such agreement up. The team own- 
ers arc talking a great deal. They are 
meeting to appoint their representative 
to act upon an arbitration committee. 
They have to do something to keep the 
Employers' association crowd off their 
necks." 


A. J. .Reed, a prominent member of the 


teamsters' joint council confirmed Presi- 
dent Shea's declaration that no agree- 


• ment to arbitrate with the team o\vn- 


«>* hud been madt. 


GQMVF.RS ALSO SURPRISED. 


Ukc Mr. Shea, President Samuel i!. 


Gompers of the American Federation of 
Labor, professed' today to be surprised 
to read in the papers that the teamsters 
had agreed to arbitrate the team owners' 
proposition. 
He said; 
"I have-made 


no proposition to arbitrate this strike. 
I would not if I could and' could not if 
I would. All I can do 'is to pave the 
way, if it is possible, for a peaceful set- 
tlement.

"But the matter of. settlement must be 


taken up by the officers of the two re- 
spective organizations—the 
Employers' 


association and the teamsters. Any state- 
ment that has been published, that I have 
proposed arbitration, or.' attempted to 
effect a settlement is untrue. I have -no 
authority to take that.cqurse. The best.] 
can do is to work for. peace and try to 
bring the two opposing parties together. 
If I can find a plan by which they can 
meet, they must pass their own Judgment 
upon whether that plan is right or not. 
That is the limit of my power here. I 
wish to make that very plain.

LONG CONFERENCE HELD.

When they, separated, they 
had not settled the teamsters strike, but 
they had arranged for another meeting 
today. 


Present also in the club were Attor- 


ney C. S. Darrow and George Perkins, 
president of the Cigar Makers' union. 


At the close of the long session be- 


tween these men, Mr. Gompers 
made 


1 this statement: 


"Mr. Perkins and I met Mr. Darrow 


and Mr. Mayer and went over the strike 
fully.. We discussed its causes, results, 
and present condition. 


"No propositions for. a settlement were 


made by any of the people present. We 
simply expressed the desire of the par- 
ticipants in the matter thnt.the trouble 
be adjusted (li soon as possible."

ident Gompers and Attorney Levy May 
or, council for the Employers' associa- 
tion. Information even as to place and 
hour of meeting was refused. An iJdcr- 
mnnie- arbitration committee appointed 
by Mayor Dunne held a'mcetlng today at 
the office of Attorney Mayer.

SAIGON, May 18.—A junction was ef- 
:ctcd May S by the squadrons of Vice 


Admiral Rojcstvonsky and Rear Admir- 
al. Nebogatoff. It took place outside of 
.crritorial waters. 


The vessels started seaward May 14, 


going in an easterly direction. 


SINGAPORE, May IS.—The Russian 


fleet was in latitude 13.40 north and' 
ongitudc 111.30' east (about 120 miles, 
northeast of Cape Varella, coast of An- 
nam) during the morning of 'May 1C, ac- 
cording to a report brought here by the- 
British steamer Hbngwan I. 
• ; 


The German steamer Segovia sighted 


forty-two Russian ships forty miles from 
Cape Varella May 15, steaming slowly 
north. 


The latitude and longitude in which 


the Russian fleet -was reported by the 
British steamer Hongwan I, does not in- 
dicate that a naval battle is imminent. 
The Russians were on May 1C only about 
150 miles from the coast of Annam and 
apparently heading north for the waters 
of the ishind of Hainan, near which ac- 
cording to a Hongkong dispatch' 130 
junks laden with provisions were waiting 
for the Russian fleet. 


Even in case Admiral Rojestvcnsky 


derides not. to tuke these supplies on 
board;' or, if.-trfio, 'Hongkong report is in- 
correct, the Rxtssinn' fleet May 16 was 
still about 700 milesvfrom the southern 
part of the Island of Formosa, where it 
has been asserted Admiral Togo may give 
battle-and it is doubtful if the fleet can 
now make more than, about 200 miles a 
day, under the most' favorable circum- 
stances. 


ADMIT ADMIRAL'S ILLNESS. 


ST. PETERSBURG, 
May IS.—The 


fears expressed here yesterday that ow- 
ing to the .reported nervous breakdown 
of Vice Admiral Rojestvensky the Rus- 
sian fleet in the 'far east would lose _its 
present commander in chief turn out to 
je unfounded. • Captain Zillotti, tha aid- 
dc camp of Minister of Marine Avellan, 
today authorized the statement that Ro- 
jestvensky hns not applied to be reliev- 
ed from duty. However, tile condition 
of the Russian admiral's health contin- 
ues to be a source of anxiety. It is con- 
firmed that the report that he hod' ap- 
plied to bo relieved may have arisen out 
of the virtual decision in view of the 
condition of Rojcstvcnsky's 
health, .to 


send Vice Admiral Birileff to Vladivo- 
stok, where in the event of Rojestven- 
sky's success in the coming battle Biri- 
leiT will take over the supreme command 
of the Russian naval forces in the far 
east and occupy a post similar to that 
of the late Vice Admiral MakarofF at 
Port Arthur and of Vice Admiral Skryd 
loff at Vladivostok.

One faction claims that it can- 
not be legally held under the petition 
low in existence, .that the town board 
las no .power to call such an election, 
while the other faction claim that twelve 
-oters of the town must petition the 
town clerk.tc call sueh an election.' 
' The revised statute's they claim, pro- 
,-idc for-this method. Cm account of this 
difference, of opinion the calling of-the 
election! has been held oft for the time 
jeing. In. the petition recently made, 
section.4 says: 


"And your petitioners further pray 


and'request that your honorable board 
submit to the voters of the town of Mt. 
Pleasant at the annual meeting in case 
;he report oKthe viewers appointed as 
jrayed for herein be filed in time for 
Diving proper noiice as required by chap- 
ter 352, 1899, and in case such report be 
not made in such time then at a-special 
town meeting, called for that purpose, 
the question of levying a tax or issuing 
the bonds of said town tt> raise money 
for the purpose of paying the whole of 
the cost of the aforesaid improvements." 


The side favoring -the. improvement 


claim that the above is sufficient notice 
and legal and those not in favor state' 
that it is not sufficient, but that twelve 
voters must petition the town elerk to 
call the election as provided in the revis- 
ed statutes of 1S98. 


CALL, HOWEVER, LIKELY. 


The belief prevails, however, that the 


town board will call the election and 
those who oppose it arc willing, one of 
them stating that if the bo.ard does call 
the election and the improvement scheme 
is carried they'mil have a chance to. fight 
the legality of the call; " ' 


The objectors claim that the estimate, 


of the county engineer'being $98,000, it 
is so high that property owners cannot 
possibly'think of voting for the improve- 
ment, ond. that holding n. special election 
will be'a waste of money. •' 


The other side say that they- .have1 


estimates whereby the work can be don'e 
for $42,000 and that the cost of main- 
taining the road thereafter 
will 
not' 


amount to over $35 one mile. 


The election when it is held will be 


one of-the hottest'campaigns in the his- 
tory of the town. Both forces will line 
up and addresses will be m-ade for and 
r.gainst .the.improvement at every cross- 
road in the territory affected by the pro- 
nosed work. 


CHINESE MINISTER SAYS 


AGITATION IS UNWISE 


WASHINGTON, May IS—Sir 
Chen- 


tung Liang Cheng, tin: Chinese minister 
here called upon Acting Secretary Loomis 
at the state department today to talk- 
about the difficulties that had arisen in 
the effort to negotiate a. new Chinese ex- 
clusion treaty. The minister deprecated 
newspaper agitation of the question at 
this time as calculated to render abor- 
tive the efforts to compromise the pres- 
ent'radical differences of 
opinion be- 


tn-ccn the Chinese government and tho 
department of commerce and labor. 


He did not explain his purpose in col- 


lecting testimony from Chinese in this 
country, and others who had been de- 
ported, relative to the execution of the 
exclusion law by the agents of the de- 
partment of commerce and labor and it 
is not;known to the department whether 
it is the purpose of the Chinese govern- 
ment to dimply use this testimony to 
strengthen its hands in endeavoring to 
secure nn amelioration of the existing in- 
spection rules by negotiation, or wheth- 
er it. is the p'ai-pose to begin habeas cor- 
pus proceedings in the federal courts fin- 
ally to determine tho validity of the ex- 
clusion law. ,

Nan Patterson Tried to Bluft 


Caesar Young and in 


Scuffle Shot Him. 


SIOUX CITY, la.. May IS.—That Nan 


Patterson held the revolver that caused 
the death of Caesar Young is her own 
declaration to her attorney, Abraham 
Levy, according to C. A. Irwin, a reputa- 
ble lawyer of this city, who says 'Levy 
repeated to him the actress' story of the 
tragedy. According to Levy's statement 
of Miss Patterson's story both she and 
Young were considerably, under the in- 
fluence of liquor when in the cab and 
began'quarreling about the intended de- 
parture of Young. Nan Patterson finally 
drew a revolver, which she declared to 
Levy she had done for the purpose of 
bluff. 
Young grabbed the gun and in 


the struggle which followed the trigger 
was pulled and Young was shot. 
' 


"Levy told me," said Mr. Invin, "if 


he had put forward that defense Nan 
Patterson would have been .convicted 
without a. doubt." 


FOURTH TRIAL PROBABLE. 


Dist. Atty., Jerome refuses to confirm 


or deny a report today that Nan Pat- 
terson will be placed on trial a fourth 
time for the murder of Young. Jt is 
understood that new evidence tends to 
confirm the belief expressed by Mr. J«-~ 
rome that J. Morgan Smith bought a re- 
volver Juno 3,,in company with his wife, 
and that he gave it to Nan Patterson in 
Pa-bst's eafc on the night of June 3, to 
help her scare Young into providing for 
her permanently, and that she carried 
the revolver into the cab on the fatal 
ride of June 4.

Miss Patterson arrived in New York 


today from Washington preparatory to 
returning to the stage. She will make 
her first appearance Sunday night in a 
sacred concert on a local vaudeville 
stage.

Now there is a protest in regard, to 


the insurance placed on the new building 
nnd 
f.djoining 
structures. The 
total 


amount is $120,000, distributed in thir- 
ty-four agencies and the premium is 'I 
per cent for three'years. It is claimed 
that the amount is too large; that it is 
not equally divided; Unit the form of in- 
surance is" faulty and should the build- 
ing burn there would be doubt of k-gal- 
ly collecting the insurance. 


MAKES A STATEMENT. 


A representative of the Journal spent 


more than an hour this morning investi- 
gating. From a member.of the building 
committee the following statement was 
secured: "There is '$120,000 insurance 
on the Raciiif, county asylum for the in-- 
sane and all outbuildings in connection, 
which includes barns, chicken coops, corn1 


.cril-w, water houses, power house,, laun- 
dry, all furnishings in the asylum build- 
ings, machinery and all stock. This in- 
fturancc is distributed : .between thirty- 
four agencies. The building committee 
'wns instructed to place all insurance on 
the asylum. 


,''In'doing this the committee took in- 


to account all other insurance held on 
county property by the different agen- 
cies and they endeavored to distribute 
at as equally as possible, taking into con- 
sideration the other insurance held by 
the other county agencies. The premium 
on this insurance is 2 per cent for three 
years. 


PRONOUNCED FLAWLESS. 


"There has been some talk that the 


form of insurance is faulty. 
The.form 


was submitted to one of the best insur- 
ance adjusters in tho country nnd after 
carefully looking it over he said that he 
did not have a single flaw to pick with 
it." 


It is understood that when the county 


board meets the committee will submit 
a report, giving the total amount of in- 
surance nnd the names of agencies and 
the amount each is given. 


INSURANCE; HOW DIVIDED. 


On tho main building, or brick asylum 


building, the insurance is $86,000, said to 
be 00 per cent of its value. The other 
insurance is: 
§6,500 on. household nnd 


asylum furniture; 38,000 on brick pow- 
er house; $0,000 on boilers, piping, en- 
gines, pumps, etc.; $1,000 on electrical 
machinery; $1,500 on laundry building; 
$1,000 on laundry machinery; $1,200 on 
barn; $300 on hay, grain, etc:; $000 on 
live stock; $100 on chicken house; $50 
on chickens; $400 on hog pens; $2,000 on 
north frame barn; $550 
on 
harnesses, 


machinery, etc.; $300 on hay i'straw, etc.; 
$800 on five stock; $300 on north barn; 
$150'on frame corn cribs; $350 on corn; 
$1,000 on water tank house; $1,000 on 
water tanks and machinery.

A citizen mny thus urgreot to vote, a 


matter, he.may regard merely .as affect- 
ing- his own convemencc^but' in this mat- 
ter, the wolfarc of the community must 
be considered, for it is through the neg- 
lect of tho suffrage rig»t, \tnd- the liecd- 
lessncss with which many people- cast 
their votes, that so much indifference m 
enforcing the laws,' suoh indifference on 
the part of public officials, looking more 
.to their'own re-election nnd political ad- 
vancement than in enforcing the laws is 
apparent. In this latter, the decadence 
or neglect of good citizenship in fact has 
helped the indifferent rind neglectful and 
political official to getting the best of the 
good citizens, and entering to the clement, 
objecting to the enforcement of proper 
and useful laws, contribute to misgovcrn- 
niont. 


But a good citizenship in-the genuine 


sense of the term would of course render 
perfectly nugatory all the efforts and 
purposes of such officials.'A proper exer- 
cising, of 1hc duties of good citizenship 
would in fact compel public officials to 
do that, which has only to too great n 
degree been neglected in past years. Good 
citizenship would not be indifferent to 
tho lessons taught with every minute of 
our daily lives. It would pay serious at- 
tention/ Good citizenship would soon 
drive out the type of .municipal govern- 
ments iu evidence iu our American cities 
of a larger degree;'it would imprwe the 
character and the aims oT our state legis- 
latures and it would profoundly nffect 
our national life in every way.; 


Good citizenship carries with it some- 


thing more than moi>. obedience to a 
code of morals, it involves a code of ac- 
tive morals, that will make practical ap- 
plications, and render far more active the 
conscience of citizens ns to their responsi- 
bility in a collective souse. That is to 
say a good'citizcn will weigh conduct'ns 
nffeoting others. He will in his vote, tor 
instance, consider how that one vote mny. 
n(Tec.t the public welfare and. with un 
awakened sense of responsibility our gov- 
erning "forces everywhere will '-quickly 
realize the day of neglect, of indifference 
hns passed not to .return. 
The. people 


must be better governed and graft.-lax- 
ity nf enforcement of the laws, neglect 
tlie factors of public safety, be things of 
the oust. 
' 


CONTROLLING CRIME. 


Perhiipi one of the factors in making 


crime more controllable in England nnd 
other 'countries of the old world, is the 
much 
more certain 
punishment of 


evil doers. 
In tho United States the' 


worst hnrdened criminal if he will bend 
a little himself is sure of attention from 
the sympathetic, nnd the hardened per- 
petrator of 
1 horrible crimes stands a,.fair 


cliuncc of n pardon provided he cnn; ex- 
ert ujnill from the oiiUide.'Thcn too the 
fact that pardons arc rare in England, 
thnt influence can not bo brought to bear 
to soften the sentence, or to render iu- 
tile the. sentence of the court, -and1 that 
;i criminal ouce sentenced' is very apt to 
>tay' sentenced and, serve out his full 
term, insures a higher respect for the law 
tlm'n on this side of the ocean. 


Technicalities count for but -little in 


luirope, a mere clerkly error is.not apt to 
release n criminal .a* in-ihls country,-ni'icl 
the inlluonce of 'political Ipajrjrrpj5"zero. 
'It i« of course, true that horriblpJci-imc? 
.ire committed in fo-cipn countries,"and 
probably always will be. .no matter the 
severity'of the'.law, but-nowhere is dis- 
respect and disregard snown for the law? 
nnd detestable crimes against the orderly 
conservation of society a« In ;th<} United 
States. In the countries' of'Europe-there 
are no politic.nl judges, nor are there .poli- 
tical administrators of the law, and this 
is not at all saying living in Europe is 
preferable to this- country because it is 
certainly., not, but with n n . advance in 
better citizenship the many other far 
better conditions, in this country could 
easily effect a radical transformation. 


If there were less politics in our sys- 


tems of ehosing elective officers, loss easy 
to control delegate conventions, our high- 
cr officials would naturally be less1 under 
obligations to others, which would all 
have- its due effect in securing better re- 
sults in legislation, and a .distinct im- 
provement in our executiveships. There 
would be fewer political pulls; our judic- 
iary, removed from the, disturbing influ- 
•cnoes of contending- mastery for1 leader- 
ship and control of state.nnd national 
governments, would attain 
a 
higher 


plane, and -as nn accompanying factor 
would come the improvement in the ad- 
ministratiou'of the laws we have insur- 
ing from all alike, more consideration and 
from the evil disposed, far more respect. 


WAS THE STATEMENT TIUJE? 
It was said some time ago' there was 


rciilly but little difference between the 
two big parties, if in fact any. It seems 
this (inserted lack of competition is now 
even less .since a considerable number, of 
Republicans in the senate imd the house 
ot representative!! towards the close of 
the last session saw fit to join hands 
with the Democrats-in 'demanding mid, 
voting for. a smaller navy. That fa they, 
in refusing to vote for the increase ask- 
ed t'or by the president and secretary of 
the navy, and cutting the number to two 
battleships and refusing any further clli- 
cientness to the navy, in no wise differ- 
ed from the lenders of .tho.

Questions-of the safety of life 
and limb which public corporations'take 
away,-maim and slaughter without hin- 
drance. Dangerous overhead live wires, 
dangerous 'mils', beneath. Rights' given 
corporations to assail the home rights of 
the citizen and to nrin'oy"hini day and 
niglit with unsightly material ns poles 
and wires and noises that sing eternally 
with the winds'that blow.' 


We hear in plenty' of. political reform, 


but where, where and when do.'thc people 
hear -of reforms so clase'to -the .home, to 
the cause of health', tbe'pnblie safety and 
security,, protection of life.nnd'limb, the 
public comfort and convenience, the bet- 
ter guarding of the"h'ome life. .Such as 
these do not afford sufficient material for 
ranters .and lenders to attract the at- 
tention of-people. Strangely enough as- 
pirants for public honors without intrin- 
sic merit within!themselves -ride --into 
power through the foibles, the failures 
of the people themselves. It will per- 
haps so continue until the ever advanc-

Taking the prevalence of. criminalism 


in our cities as n text, it might be ob- 
served that currying of concealed weap- 
ons is u fruitful cnusc of trouble.

great ease with which i\ny one can-pur- 
chase deadly weapons hns long been a 
eourse^of grief to the police but the au- 
thorities everywhere say nothing and the 
sale of nil sorts of weapons is perfectly 
open. 
If strict records were ;kept by 


which the weapons so sold cotild 1- trnc- 
od in case of trouble., it would licit be 
quite so bnd. but the laws upon the sub- 
ject forbidding cnrrying'concen.lod weap- 
ons arc disobeyed in every city in the 
country. There is no- pretense of obey- 
ing it and the first thing the police look' 
for when arresting some' innocent stran- 
ger for the crime of walking about the 
streets or highways, is'the'weapon, for.if 
found no charge of false, arrest can lie. 


Any duy the police of a city desire to 


make a round up finffie.iontly d'endly wen-. 
pons can be found to mnkc a good dis- 
plny, nnd'the police say any person desir- 
ing to kill nnother cn'n go to any--gun 
store, and buy. a pun for the occasion 
and no possible trace

Though this be the case, 
still it is 


doubtless the cn.ne the. places at which 
deadly weapons cnn bo. obtained would 
willingly enough keep any sort of rec- 
ords desired. It is not supposu.ble men 
sell purposely weapons in our cities for 
purposes of murder or for some foul tra- 
gedy, but it is entirely true.all sorts.of 
deadly weapons and tools .can bo bought1 


without trouble or 'troublesome ques- 
tions. 


Banish the concealed weapons and .the 


percentage of .criminnlism will fnll per- 
ceptibly. Every plnce selling such-should 
not only be licensed, but overy snle made 
a clear record and description .of person 
buying! besides names
